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A coin that was popular with 
the public during its long life 
of more than 130 years is not 
so favored among collectors. 

This coin is the $5 gold piece, 
also known as the half eagle. 
Years ago, when gold coins still 
were minted, the $5 gold coin 
was popular as a Christmas 
gift. 

Among collectors, the $2.50 
gold piece [quarter eagle], the 
$20, the $1 gold and the $3 pro¬ 
bably are more popular than 
the five, as a specialty. They do 
not rate in that order necessar¬ 
ily, although the quarter eagle 
perhaps is the No. 1 favorite. 

The half eagle was the first 
gold coin minted, according to 
records, although the $10 coin 
first was struck the same year 
— 1795. The $2.50 coin did not 
appear until 1796 and the $20 
was not minted until 1850 [af¬ 
ter two reportedly were struck 
in 1849]. 

Mint officials failed to place 
on the coin any indication of its 
denomination until 1807. That 
year, a “5 D” was placed at 
the bottom of the reverse. 

The liberty [V] nickel of 
1883-1912 was of the same size 
as the $5 gold piece and there 
was a slight resemblance in 
design. At a time when many 
men carried $5 gold pieces in 
their pockets a gold coin was 
given in lieu of a nickel occa¬ 
sionally. One nickel, first of 
those minted in 1883, bore a 
large V on the reverse, for the 
denomination, but the word 
cents was not used. Many per¬ 
sons gilded the nckels and pass¬ 
ed them for half eagles.

break-down in the early half 
eagles because there were so 
many varieties among them, 
due to minor changes. There 
were two reverses the first 
year alone — 1795. Another 
main type is the 1807-1821, 
with a reverse chsmge in 1822. 
The small head coronet type 
was introduced in 1839 to con¬ 
tinue until 1908, with minor 
changes such as addition of the 
motto over the eagle beginning 
in 1866. The Indian head with 
the “modernistic” eagle on the 
reverse side appeared in 1908, 
remaining as the design until 
the last $5 gold piece was 
struck in 1929. Some gold coins 
were minted later. The strik¬ 
ing of all gold coins ceased 
when the United States went 
off the Gold Standard in 1933.
